No time is to be lost, we are informed, 
in proceeding with the repairs to the Cromwell 
bridge. Mr Arthur, Provincial Engineer, while 
here last week took occasion to carefully survey 
the Btructnre. with a view to finally deciding as 
to tlie principle on which the bridge should be 
re-constructed. We believe that there will bo 
no occasion for the complete suspension of traffic 
for any length of time, as was at one time feared, - 

There have been rumoi's lately that 
there are still one or two cases of typhoid f ‘vei 
in the township, but we can hardly credit the 
truth of them, from the fact that the Public 
Health Act makes it compulsotv on the resident 
medical gentlemen to report .any oases of such 
an infectious nature, and thov have been entirely 
silent on the suhjeot. , To allay anv fears whioh 
may have arisen, the Mayor might justifiably 
cause formal inquiriss to be instituted. 

Sullivan, the New Zealand murderer, 
is still in^ the Melbourne Gaol no opportunity 
for shipping him to this Colony having offered.

Auditor, requesting a statement of receipts 
and expenditure of the Corporation under 
the various heads ; from; J. Stuart) Corpora-

Barnes, 
offering to undertake the duties of dayman ; 
from George Matthews, nurseryman, recom- 
mending certain seeds for reclamation of sand

EIKB BfilOADB. 

After some discussion as to the position of 
the Brigade in connection with the Council, 
it was reaidved, on the motion of Cr Tuylor, 
seconded .by Cr Talboys, that the sum of £15 
be placed to the credit of the Brigade, to 
liquidate existing liabilities. 

WATERWORKS. 

With respect to Mr Wilson’s letter on this 
subject, the Mayor thought it desirable to 
appoint a Committee to fully consider the 
whole subject. He hoped members would 
see the necessity of placing the water scheme 
in full train for the incoming Council, so 
that there should be as little delay as pos- 
aible. _ The suggestion was adopted,— the 
Committee (of the whole Council) to meet on 
Monday evening, 12th instant. 

OOEPORATIOM DAYMAH. 

The letter from Mr James Stuart, declir- 
Ing to complete contract, was again read. It 
set forth that the writer objected to the 
latter part of clause IT of the specifications, 
where the dayman is required to devote a 
certain portion of his time to Corporation 
works, exclusive of his night duties. 

Cr Arndt had no doubt that if publicity 
were given, to the fact that the Corporation' 
wanted someone to fulfil the duties, and stat- 
ing remuneration, numerous applications 
would be made. 



! _ A general conversation ensued as to whether 
' it was advisable for the Corporation to con- 
tinue the system of employing a scavenger or 
not. 

The Mayor said there could be no question 
that it was necessary the Corporation must 
continue to do the work. It was worth con- 
sidering whether it would not be better for 
the municipal authorities to procure a horse 
and dray, and employ a good man to perform 
the duties, Probably the use of the police 
stable could be got were such a course decided 
upon. Past workings had been very unsatis- 
factow. . 

Or Taylor was favorable to 'purchasing a 
horse and dray, and employing a man per- 
manently on Corporation works. 

Cr Hayes thought it best for everyone to 
keep his own door clean. It would have to 
come •to that yet. There were many com- 
plaints made by ratepayers' at the large ex- 
penditure of money in performing the work. 
It would, he thought, be better to pay a good 
salary to an Inspector. 

Cr Talboys was of opinion that were the 
present system abolished, the ratepayers 
would soon be glad to fall back on it when 
they found they had to pay some lOs a month 
to get the work dona which the Corporation 
was now doing for them. 

Or Arndt agreed. He thought the present 
system, badly and all as it had been per- 
formed, had shown a marked improvement 
on the town. The only thing the Council 
had to do was to see that they got value for 
their money. He did not agree with the 
purchase of a horse and cart, for the reason ! 
that he thought it would be difficult to get a ; 
good man to permanently perform the some- ' 
what disagreeable duties. ) 

The Mayor thought those who complained 
must live on the outskirte of the town where 
perhaps they did not realise the benefits of : 
the system. When the present Council took . 
office, they had to contend with and drive an ; 
enemy from the ratepayers’ doors, and were j 
they now to fall back on the old metliod pro- j 
bably the epidemic would return with greater : 
violence than ever. It was simply a question 
of wliether the Corporation should spend ! 
£250 a year to keep the town clean, or the j 
residents pay £600 for the same purpose. It i 
seemed a large outl.ay, but it was necessary i 
to preserve the public health, which was^ 
more imperative than even works in' the, 
shape of streets, etc.

Sime my last, we have had the travelling 
correspondent of the Daily Times canvassing 
the district for signatures to a memorial co Go- 
vernmait for having the Wardens removed. 
It is supposed that lie is in the employ of a 
well-ku»wn loading lawyer of Dunedin. The 
memorul is partly general, asking tlie go- 
vernmest to change all the Wardens periodi- 
cally, but it also a.inr directly at Mr Boetham. 
It appeals that Mr Beetliam had some money 
trans.iotions with the .travelling correspon- 
dent and was guilty, some time ago, of most 
ungjiristiaii conduct. He wanted a settling- 
up. Instead of this, liowever, he is to 
be reraovel, if the Government is silly enough 
to heed maaorials signed by a class of people 
who have not the moral courage to say No ; 
or who are induced to sign through misre- 
presentations. Some yeara ago a com mission 
recommended the Government to remove the 
Wai'dem, but mature consideration showed 
them that altliough some theoretical notions 
might be oonvenienced, yet practically it 
would be a great loss to remove men who 
knew tie peculiar features of the mining sec- 
tions cf their district, and send them to 
learn, la strangers, in another ; not to men- 
tion the hardships of preventing these gen- 
tlemen from making homes while in the ser- 
vice. The fact that the Wardens are giving 
general satisfaction, and that the present 
plan works -well, is proved by Mr Beetham’s 
eaemies having to resort to mierepresenta- 
tbns to induce people to sign the memorial. 
I; was stated by the travelling reporter here 
tiat Mr Beelham refused to grant a lease to 
aresident, and immediately after granted the 
siine ground to his own brother-in-law. If 
tiis were trie people would sign at once, but 
mfortunately for the veracity of the Time -3 
riporter, his statement was disproved in his 
ovn presence.

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TfiH WANAKA REGATTA.

The recent announcement in ynnr columns 
relative to tlie Wanaka Regatta led me to 
pay a visit to Pembroke on Monday last, the 
Cth inst., in order to see of what stuff our 
local navigators are made, Pembroke is 
beautifully situ.ated on the. shores- of the 
Lake at its lower end, and commands one of 
the very finest views of lake and mountain 
scenery to be witnessed in Otago, or even in 
any other part of the world. From Mr Rus- 
seil’s door (the Wanaka Hotel) is to be seen 
that range of perpetually snow-clad moun- 
tains which form the backbone of the Middle 
Island of the Colony ; and within a few 
minutes’ walk of the same spot, you obtain a 
view of that monarch of mountains, Mount 
Aspiring, with its glaciers and .peaks which 
rise to a height of 10,000 feet The lake 
itsp[f is dotted with numerous islands, and 
from its shores in many parts rise gently- 
sloping terraces, which give a softening and 
pleasing effect to the scene. Taken as a 
wliole, there are but few of Nature’s pictures 
which surpass it. At one end of the bay is 
the mouth of the Clutha River, and only 
outlet of the lake. Here, then, is the head 
of that river which stands, I think, fifth on 
the list of rivers in the world noted tor the 
large volume of water they discharge into the 
sea. Pembroke possesses but one hotel, Mr 
Theodore Russell’s, which, unlike the most 
of up-country hotels, is replete with every- 
thing requisite for the comfort of the bona 
fide traveller. Rowing boats, sailing boats, 
horses, carriages, are ail availabie at this 
establishment ; and to crown all, the domes- 
tic conduct of the house, which is personally 
attended to by Mrs Russell, is unsurpassed 
anywhere,— it is, in fact, the homeliest hotel 
I have come in contact with in the country. 

The Regatta commenced about noon, and 
was carried out in true British style, tho- 
roughly to the satisfaction of all parties con- 
cerned, spectators and actors. The day was 
clear and exhilarating and well calculated to 
brace up the nerves and spirits of the i»m- 
petitors in this manly and healthful recrea- 
tion, ’Tis a pity indeed wa do not oftener 
participate and witness such sport. I am 
sure there is nothing better calculated to 
build up and preserve the stamina of our 
young men than a pull at the oar over a four 
or five mile course against a well-matehed 
crew, nor are there many sights more pleasing 
than that of a small fleet of sailing craft with 
all canvas unfurled bowling along towards the 
appointed goal. Foremost in this as in all 
manly and truly legitimate sport wm to be 
seen o\ir reajjected friend, Mr H. S. Thom- 
son, whose efforts were ably supported by the 
indefatigable and sport-loving landlord of the 
Wanaka Hotel, and by Captains Pirn, Hed- 
ditoh, Chalmers, and M'Kildrich. . 

For the first race, a four-oared one, there 
entered Mr Russell’s Makarora, and Mr 
Thomson’s Blue Bell. Distance, 3^ miles ; 
prize, £10. This, after a keen and exciting 
contest, was won by the Makarora. 

Second Race. — A two-oared Handicap 
Dingy Race, For this event, five started : 
Russell’s Makarora, Thomson’s Blue Bell, 
Hedditch’s Sandfly, M’Lean’s White Swan, 
and Pirn’s Young Nun, Distance, two miles ; 
first prize, £2 lOs ; second prize, £1. An 
excellent start was at once effected, and off 
they went, “hammer and tongs,”— all round- 
ing the buoy within five seconds of each 
other ; but the long, telling stroke of the re- 
doubtable Dan Calwell (Yankee Dan) was too 
much for his less practised opponents, — his 
boat, the Makarora, coming in first by some 
twelve seconds. 

The third race was a two-oared race ; dis- 
tance, two miles ;■ fii-st prize, £4 ; second, £1 
lOs. Three entered, — the Makarora, Blue 
Bell, and White Swan. This was a splen- 
didly contested raae, but the Makarora, 
pulled by 0. Hood and young MfKay, again 
came in the victor, but by two or three se- 
conds only. 

An attempt was now made to bring otf the 
Sailing Race, which was looked upon as the 
great event of the Regatta, but the lightness 
of the wind caused the stewards to defer it 
until the following day. • There then fol- 
lowed a 

So'jllera’ Race ; distance, a mile and a 
half ; first prize, £2 ; second, £1. For this 
event there started the Blue Bell, AVhite 
Swan, and Sandfly. This race, for half the 
diattince, was well contested, but after that 
the honors were easily borne off by the Blue 
Bell, piloted by Captain Hedditch. 

The fifth race, a Skiff R.ice against time, 
followed, and wound up the sports of the 
day. The distance was a mile and a half ; 
first prize, £2 ; second, lOs. . The competi- 
tors were Dan Calwell, Jim Ckarke, C. Hood, 
Fred Barrel, and young M‘Kay. The two 
last-named were the victors, but rowed a 
dead heat, and, rather tliin again contest it, 
as it was almost dark, divided the prizes. 

A rush now took place to the Hotel, where 
an excellent dinner awtited us, — one well 
calculated to call fprth expressions of delight 
even from an Englishman, and one which the 
sports of the day materially assisted us to do 
ample justice to. 

Seoonb Day., 

About half-past 10 a. m.,- a sharp breeze 
from the north-east sprang'up, and immedi- 
ately the crews of tlie several vessels com- 
peting for the Sailing Race got on board, and 
got everything in trim for aailing for this 
event. Titere entered the Fairy Queen, 3 
tons, Captain Russell; the Adventurer, 3 
tons, Captain Laurendal ; the Eureka, 40 
tons, Capt. Hedditch ; and the Nun, 45 tons, 
Captain Pirn. Distance, twelve miles ; first 
prize, £15 ; second prize, £5. About half- 
past eleven, they all got to the starting- 
point, and on tlic lignal being given (the dis- 



charge of Yankee Smith’s rifle) a tolerably 
fair start was effected. Five rninntos had 
not elapsed before the Fairy Queen led the 
way, the ease with which she laid up to the 
wind continually increasing the gap, until 
she' hod distanced by a mile at- least the 
next boat, the Eureka, the others being ap- 
parently out of the race. A similar position 
continued until the little Fairy was within a 
mile and a half of home, when suddenly the 
wind lulled, and she came to a dead stop. 
The Eureka, with her lofty spars and top- 
sails, then obtained an advantage, as she 
seemed to get hold of light winds aloft, which 
en.abled her to overhaul the Fairy, and even- 
tually come in a winner by some twelve 
seconds ; the Fairy Queen following, and 
next the Nun and Adventurer. Captain 
Hedditch is deserving of groat praise for the 
way in which he handled his boat, but after 
all his winning is due more to a freak of 
nature than aught else. 

After this, two or three private matches 
came off, which were keenly contested ; but 
apart from the Sailing Race, the lion's share 
of the spoil tell to young M‘Kay and Yankee 
Dan. Thus ended two days’ sport of Uhe 
most enjoyable kind that has fallen to my 
lot for some time. '

WARDEN’S REPORT. 

The following is Mr Warden Beetham’s report 
on the Queenstown District for the quarter end- 
ing June 30 : — 

There is nothing now in mining matters to 
report upon, except as regard* the progress 
made in quartz mining. In my last report I 
mentioned that the quartz chiim known as the 
Scandiiiarian reef had been let on tribute to a 
party of practical miners. Prior to this the 
claim had been prospected and worked for years 
with varying success. When the arrangements 
were made with the the tributers the maebinery 
was very much out of repair, and the mine gene- 
rally was not in work. In consequence of this, 
it was impossible to inspect the workings during 
the visit of Mr Ulrich to the. quartz lodes of 
Skipper’s Creeh. Shortly after the mine had 
been taken in lirud by the tributers, a splendid 
patch of stone w,as strack. I have heard various 
estimates as to its yield per ton, which has been 
placed by good judges as high as 50oz, It is 
stated that the body of stone shows at present 
for a length of 40 yards by a probable height of 
400 feet. 

Tlie result of this find is that several applica- 
tions have been made for quartz claims on ground 
which, though known to contain reefs, had been 
abandoned years ago. 

The manager of the Nugget reef informs me 
that a tunnel has been commenced at a spot 
situated abmit 500 feet below the present work- 
ings of the company. This tunnel will probably 
cut the reef in the solid, at that depth. 

In alluvial mining I have nothing of any inte- 
rest to report. ~

He gave way a short time ago 
to drink and though not in a state of tempo- 
rary insanity from Its effects, he had been in 
auch a state thathis got affairs mixed up. fie^ 
had charge of the Postal,- Telegraph, and 
Stamp Eepartments.' 

Mr Haggit explained that, although there 
was money deficient, the prisoner had since 
offered to pay it, though, of course, as these 
proceedings had been initiated, it could not 
be accepted. 

Mr Mackerras, merchant, Dunedin, stated 
that he had known the prisoner for several 
years. The prisoner had been living at 
Alexandra for several years. Witness always 
understood that he had home the very 
highest character, and that he was very much 
respected in the neighborhood. The pri- 
Ronerwas a married man, and had two or 
three children, and was about 26 years of 
age. 'Qie memorial handed in was signed by 
all the respectable leading people doing busi- 
ness in the town. 

His Honor said It seemed, by the Crown 
Prosecutor’s own representations, that the 
case was not a very bad one. Still, the in- 
terests of society, of the prisoner, and of the 
public service, had all to be considered. If 
he saw a means of dealing with the case with- 
out making the prisoner suffer the :Conse- 
quenoes of hie fall, by exposing him to the 
society of the worst of characters, ha would 
he only too glad to do it. 

Mr Haggitt said he had only expressed his 
own opinion about the matter. He had no 
instructions. The prisoner came to him with 
the money, but he told him that it was 
utterly impossible he could receive it under 
the circumstances. ’ . . 

His Honor : There was no harm in his 
doing so, but of course you coulei not receive 
it. Have you any instructions from the Go- 
vernment with regard to the case ? 

JTr Haggitt : No. 

His Honor said he wished to consider, In 
the interests of society, the prisoner’s cha- 
xactev, whether it was to be destroyed by his 
associating with thieves and rogues in gaol, 
nr whether there was a chance of restoring 
him to society, to be hereafter a useful mem- 
ber. , , ^ 

Mr Haggit said fro'm'what'he understood 
from the Crown witnesses, the prisoner had 
behaved himself well until ho recently gave 
wav to drink. . ; : . • 

His Honor said It was emharraasing to know 
what to do in such a case. Addressing Mr 
Mackerras, his Honor asked— Do you think 
that after a time of seclusion this man would 
be able to get respectable employment ? 

Mr Maokerras : I think eo. Hie parents 
are highly respectable. 

His Honor replied that it was not because 
people were respectable — not because their 
families were respectable — that they would get 
consideration from the Court. He was think- 
ing of his duty to society, and a certain duty 
to the prisoner, in the matter. The prisoner 
.had not been in gaol for any time. 

Mr Stout : No ; he has been on baih 

His Honor : And there is no reason for 
Ruggesting that his defalcations have spread 
over any time 1 

Mr Stout : No, He did not falsify his 
books. He confessed to everything. He has 
been eight years in the Telegraph Depart- 
ment and five years in the Post Office De- 
partment. 

Mr Barr stated that until within the last 
six or eight months the prisoner had eon- 
ducted himself in a proper enough manner. 

His Honor, in passing sentence, said : I am 
very glad to take into consideration every 
matter and circumstance that will tend to 
justify me in making your sentence as light 
as I can. 1 understand that you have en- 
joyed, and, I trust, up to a certain point, 
deservedly, the good opinion of your neigh- 
bors. I understand that you have fallen 
through some temptation — that you have 
fallen into the bad habit of drinking to ex- 
cess, and that, under the influence of drink, 
you have not taken the same care with re- 
gard to your public business, of the monies 
yon received and had to account for, as you 
had previously done. If I had reason to be- 
lieve that your defalcations had spread over 
any considerable period of time, I should 
have deemed it my duty to inflict a substan- 
tial sentence ; but as there seems every rea- 
Ron for believing, not only that your defalca- 
tions do not extend over a great period of 
time, hut also, as I. am Informed, that you 
made no attempt to falsify your books, or: 
give various accounts with respect to those 
transactions ; and, as, I hope, the great fall 
you have experienced in social life, and the 
consequence to your wife and children, will 
have duo weight with you, will induce you 
to reform your habits, and by a vigorous 
exercise of your will, prevent you from here- 
after putting yourself in the power of such 
temptation as you given way to — I say having 
all these things in view, I feel justified in 
passing upon you a very light sentence, con- 
sidering the nature of the ofibnee. I did 
think, if the law permitted me, to give you a 
very limited period of imprisonment, with 
one week’s solitary confinement at the com- 
mencement of the term, and one week’s soli- 
tary confinement before the close ; but from 



slip i n the Act of Parliament I don’t kno w 
that 1 have the power to award that special 
kind of treatment. 1 shall not condemn you 
to associate with the lowest of rogiies and 
vagabonds in the gaol. The days of the clas- 
sification and rearrangement of our prisons 
are about to commence— and I hope they will 
have an auspicious commencement— as soon 
as physical requirements permit it, and as 1 
learn from the Gaoler that yon can he im- 
prisoned without exposing you to the suoiety 
of the lowest malefactors, I feel justified in 
passing on you a sentence which ! trust will 
be for your real and substantiai:- benefit ; a 
sentence that will give you time to get 
out of the habit of drinking, to reflect 
upon the past, and that you will look forward, 

; and not without hope for the future ; for, 
evidently, you enjoy the good feeling gene- 
rally of your neighbors ; and after the short 
seclusion you are about to undergo, I hope 
yon will become a useful member of scciety, 
neived by your past experience to withstand 
the temptations to which yourecently yielded. 
The sentence of the Court is, that you be im- 
prisoned, without hard labor, for three calen- 
der months, on both indictments concur- 
rently. — Guardian.

Judge for yourself, then, whether I 
can tamely submit to the taunting lies of him 
who has sworn to love and cherish me, whose 
selfish slanders have tom me hearth and 
home, blasted my name, and turned me pen- 
niless upon the charity of friends. I demand 
to be heard by the jury to whom has been 
told the falsehood of my ‘ protector.’
